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THE PRESIDENTIAL TENURE 

The "indicated" Intent of the house Judici- 
ary committee to tnho up the whole question 
or presidential tenure— meanlnR the proposal 
to limit a President to two terms— hints of 
the possibility that this controversial qucs 
tlon may be brought to a showdown at lost. 

It does not guarantee a ahowdown. Rep. 
Hatton W, Summers ot Texas, committee 
chairman, merely has "indicated" the ques- 
tion "probably" will be discussed by his group 
after the summer congressional rccesa. 3o 
the outcome ol renewed discussions ol a sub- 
ject which has been debated since George 
Washlneton declined a third term is highly 
problematical. 

Opposition to the proposal probably never 
has been more oustpoken than now. Before 
Franklin D. Roosevelt became President, 
many observers regnrded such legislation as 
unnecessary. Ttie opinion wels widespread 
that precedent was sufficient to pre.'ierve the 
two-term tradition. Consequently, Interest 
Inclined to be passive when legislation was 
BUBgested to place a legal limit on presldenlal 
tenure. Many people doubtless thought the 
precedent couldn't be broken. 

But Jt hns been broken. It need not be .sur- 
prising It future White House occupants strive 
for as many terms as they can win. Some, If 
not all, are likely to hang on to their Jobs 
long as they can. 

Whether it is good or bad that a Presi- 
dent might serve more than two terms ad- 
mittedly is a matter of personal opinion. The 
argument that the American people should 
be the b&st Judges of how long a President 
flhould continue in otfice has appealing fea- 
tures. If people think the national interest 
would be. bettor served by retention of the 
chief oxiyiutlve, what could be undemocratic 
about tlutt? r ■ 

Perhaps nothing. On the other hand, there 
can. be no escaping the fact that any parly 
In power has opportunity to build up a power- 
ful political machine. In theory, the longer 
In office, the more powerful becomes the rc- 
flulting machine. Conceivably, one of such 
power could be built as to malje a mockery of 
democratic processes. Hucli things have hap- 
pened in other nations ot very recent mem- 
ory. It would be absurd to deny the possibility 
that they might happen in the United States. 

Whether the possibility is sufficiently 
Btrong to cali for the enactment of protective 
legislation , Is another of those matters of 
personal opinion. But, regardless of present 
opinions, It is difficult to see how discussion 
of the question can do any harm. The limita- 
tion of the presidential tenure Is one worthy 
of study and debate, botli in congress and 
among the American people, even though 
changes In the present system may be 
deemed Inadvisable.

Responsibility for tho course ol 
our foreign poUcy must, ot course 
rest with the man in the White 
House.

The Tennessee river Is 700 
miles long against the Missouri's 3,- 
BOO. The Tennessee valley covers less 
than three per cent ol the D. 8. 
while the Missouri volKy covers 18 
per cent. While TVA may be easy 
to administer because It Is small, 
administration of the Missouri basin 
by a single authority would not be 
feasible. 

TVA's flood control has been crltl- 
clied as worthless lo the lower Ohio 
and Mississippi by Cong, Will \Vhlt- 
inston ot Mississippi, who Is also a 
director of the national river* and 
harbors congress, opposing the MVA 
plan. Whlltlnglon further charges 
that>eservolrs behind dims In the 
Tennessee valley now cover perma- 
nently sbt -seventh* of Ihe bottom 
lands that used lo be covered with 
water only In flood limes sjid pro- 
duced crops the rest of the Ume 
Now, he says, they don't produce

Finally tJie woter lobby dotms 
that TVA Is merely a duplication 
of bureaucracy. For the corps of en- 
gineers or tho bureau of reclama- 
tion could belter plan tho dams, and 
the department of agriculture has 
to run the experiments on fertlliier^^_ 
and soli conservation. 

All these charges are made by 
people who admittedly have other, 
conflicting Interests, They must be 
balanced agolnst whot TVA saj's In 
Its own defense.

Ex- 
amination ot a lirge number of 
nurshig students In one university 
showed that two- thirds ot the 
young women had the disease; In 
the same university over three- 
fourth of the men were Infected. 
Apparently athlete's foot Is not as 
common in children a* It Is in 
adults. This must be due lo dUfer- 
ences In the skin or In the secre- 
tions In the younger ages.

Operating through national farm 
loan assoc Int Ions, the bank may now 
make Idom up to 65 per cent ot the 
normal value of a farm, including 
Its Improvements. Prior to July 1, 
bank loans were limited to fia per 
cent of the normal value of the land 
plus ao per cent of tho permanent 
Improvementa. 

By the same leslslatlon. congress 
extended the time for making land 
bank commissioner loans lo July 1, 
I9ia. and provided that the land 
bank may purchnsa commissioner 



amount onlns on them, loaottur 
with any prior mortgage to tlia land 
btDk, does not exceed SO per cent 
of Ihs noiraaJ vaJuo of the farm, 
including Improvements. When tho
